Reveals Study of 


Rotary Members 


Only 28r;~of~Those Who 
Quit Do So Voluntarily, 


Says McFaddin 


Only 28 i>er cent of those who quit 


Rotary clubs for one reason or another 
do so voluntarily, E. F. McFaddin, past 
district governor and past director of 
Rotary International, told the Hope 
club nl noon lunchlon Friday in Hotel 
Barlow. 


A test survey of 28 clubs—2 in Can- 


ada and 26 in the United States—was 
made at Mr. McFaddin's suggestion, 
revealing that 72 per cent of those 
who lose Rotary membership do so for 
reason out of their control, such as 
change of occupation, removal from 
the city, failing health, or financial 
trouble. 


Of that 28 IXT cent who do leave 


Rotary voluntarily, half do so be- 
cause of lack of interest, and only 2 
per cent of the 28 per cent leave "he- 
cause they are mad," Mr. McFaddin 
continued. Tlie cause "lack of in- 
:crcst" suggested cither that the club 
,vas lax in its choice of competent 
•ivic club material, or that the ob- 
jectives of Rotary had not been thor- 
oughly explained to new members.

Irvin Cobb Hotel at Paducah, Ky.! Though the first door was flooded, the 
hotel was made a concentration point for refugees because it is on one of 
the town's highest points. Fourteen were reported drowned, most of the 
25,000 residents had fled, and troops ruled under martial law. 


TOP RIGHT—LOUISVILLE, KY.—The suit helped paint a vivid picture 


of devastation as it shone on this once busy downtown Louisville street, 
now just another wave-tossed channel for the mad Ohio's rampage. A 
motor-boat lies moored to a utility pole, a truck stands stalled and deserted 
nearby, while another truck ventures into "the channel" as one of its occu- 
pants peers apprehensively over the "gunwale."

levee near here where a break would 
send floodwaters over more than 
100,000 acres of farming country. 


Nearly 500 laborers worked 
at 


strengthening of the 2,000-foot weak 
spot. Troops, acting under martial 
law, virtually completed removal of 


j inhabitants from the danger zone. 


The threatening dike was topped 


with two feet of sand bags. Construc- 
tion Foreman Scottie Burnett said this 
will be increased to five feet by the 
week-end. 


An additional 200 workers strength- 


ened the main-line levees at Ferguson 
five miles below Mellwood. Over 1,800 
others were made available for work 
on a 27-mile stretch north of here be- 
tween the Missouri line and Luxora. 


"I do not believe there is any im- 


mediate danger of the Mellwood levee 
going out," said George Blackburn, a 
planter with large interests in the area. 
Planters bolstered tile dike sufficient- 
ly to hold it intact during the 1927 
disaster.

Most Infections Enter Body Via Nose and Mouth

There are various ways in which 


) germs enter the human body. They 
, may, of course, enter, with air, through 


the nose and the breathing tract into 
KuigS; they may reach the intsetines 
with. ,iood or fluids; or they may get 
through openings in the skin. 


It has beeh estimated that at least 


90 per cent of infections enter the body 
by way of the nose and the mouth— 
most of them through the mouth. The 
infectious organisms also may get in 
with dust, with objects placed in the 
mouth, or what is known as "hand to 
mouth" infection may be reasonable. 


These facts obviously are of import- 


ance in preventing infection. Hands 
should certainly be washed before and 
after handling food, or attending to any 
of the ordinary toilet affairs of the 
human," body. 


Hands should be kept away from 


mouth and nose as much as possible. 
No one with decent manners will put 
his lingers in his nose or use his 
fingernails to pick his teeth. Intelli- 
gent people do not chew the ends of 
pencils or hold other objects in the 
mouth. They leave this for the lower 
animals. 


Dishes and other utensils used for 


food or water should be boiled after 
use by.one person and before use by 
another/, particularly at times when 
'there are epidemics of coughs, colds, 
an3 other'respiratory diseases. Food 
and drink should be clean and most 
foods thoroughly cooked. Such sim- 
ple measures would prevent innum- 
erable cases of infection. 


Most infections pass directly from 


one human being to another, or 
through the medium of a carrier. 
There may, of course, be germs in the 
air, in street dust, and in various oth- 
er materials, but Nature usually is 
able to keep these under control, as 


will be explained later. 


Infections difer as to the route by 


which they enter or are transferred to 
the body. Tuberculosis, for instance, 
comes in most times by way of the 
lungs; infantile paralysis probably by 
way of the genital organs. In most 
cases the infectious material is trans- 
mitted by direct contact; in others it is 
transmitted indirectly through water, 
food, soil, and air. In still other 
cases, it is transmitted by insects or 
other carriers. 


Applying a mathematical formula, 


experts in preventive medicine point 
out that the danger from infection 
diminishes inversely as to the cube of 
the distance from its cause. 


True, infections are sometimes car- 


ried for great distances in peculiar 
ways. For example, a survey reveals 
that an infected mosquito may travel 
on an airplane from South America to 
the United States, but that a mosquito 
infected with malaria can hardly be 
blown by the wind from Brazil to the 
United States. Sun, wind, and other 
factors in uor environment act un- 
favorably 
on infectious 
organisms; 


otherwise, we would all long since 
have disappeared. 


The term "contact infection" means 


a quick transfer of germs. The con- 
tact may not involve actual touching 
of one person by another. It may, 
however, involve coughing, kissing, 
sneezing or handling. 


Infection may result from direct con- 


tact between an infected person and 
one who is well, or from a double con- 
tact—of an infected person with a car- 
rier and of the carrier with one who 
is well. 


It is possible also for infection to be 


transferred by soiled hands, towels, or 
cups, by remnants of food, toys, pen- 
cils, doorknobs, and similar materials.

Get Tough With Colds 


I have come to believe that harden- 


ing is a good thing against colds. But, 
although it was long before I was con- 
verted to cold baths and cold air, I 
have not gone rabid on the subject, as 
most converts do.

The best time for 
the cooling (not cold) shower or rinse, 
is after the morning sponge. 


The water should be cooled gradual- 


ly so as not to cause shock. And the 
body should be rubbed briskly after- 
ward with a rough and very absorbent 
towel. If this leaves the child cold 
and shivery, then dispense with the 
morning plunge altogether, and scrub 
hun at night. After the evening bath, 
don't raise windows at once, but later 
when pores have closed. If the head 
has been washed, either during the 


day or night, be sure that cold air does 
not blow on him, until an hour or two 
has passed. 


Colds are strange things. Since we 


do not know how they are caused, or 
how they are cured, the best we can 
do is to use all the common-sense pre- 
caution we can. 


The child who chills easily and won't 


get warm for a long time after being 
out in the weather, or who will not 
glow comfortably after a cooling rinse, 
must not be forced to heroic exposure. 
He may become hardened, but it takes 
time. 


Things to Avoid 


His rinse after a bath must never 


be too cold, and at first only a shade 
less warm than the bath water. Air 
at night should be gauged to his com- 
fort. 


If he chills even under the warmest 


blankets, the air of his room should 
be considered carefully. 


It must not be so cold that he cannot 


rest or sleep deeply or soundly. 


Handkerchiefs are private things. 


Let each child have his own. "Never 
lend a handkerchief or borrow one." 
Teach him this. Keep him away from 
neighbors with colds and keep the 
neighbors away from your colds. 


The first stages of common cold 


mean bed, until he is well over the 
worst. Admonish the children not to 
sit with heavy sweaters on unless the 
school-room, is too cool for comfort. 


Hard coughing, fever, flushed face 


or headache—any of these or all, means 
more than common cold. Get medical 
advice. Pneumonia waits for no man. 
There are nine kinds, all dangerous. 
Play safe. The word is, "don't over- 
coddle, but don't ever expose."

But what 
are 12 years in the history of an actress 
who has been described as "the haunt- 
ing embodiment of all women since 
time began?" 


The story is about how the Great-a 
larbo became languorous and, con- 
sequently, Igamorous. It would seem 
that she owes her current success to 
the fact that she was frightened half 
to death at the beginning of her screen 
career. 


She appeared in two pictures before 


coming to America. The first was 
"The Legend of Gosta Berling." It 
was directed by her friend and discov- 
erer, Mauritz Stiller, and she was not 
especially nervous. Neither did her 
acting attract much attention. 


The second picture, made in Berlin, 


was titled "The Street of Sorrow" and 
was megaphoned by G. W. Pabst. Miss 
Garbo had no confidence in him or in 
herself. 


She rushed through her scenes in 


Patsy Kelly tempo. She trembled with 
nervousness. What was worse, she 
further displayed her uneasiness by 
awkward, jerky movements which 
were accentuated by the camera. 


The director had a hard time of it. 


He tried pleading and reason. He ran 
off some of the film and showed her 
that she was moving like an automa- 
tion. But the more she tried, the more 
scared and unhappy was Miss Garbo. 


Then he got a great idea. He told 


his cameraman to crank faster. 


That did the trick. It was the prin- 


ciple of slow motion. Miss Garbo's 
jerky actions were drawn out into 
slow, graceful movements. 


Watching the film, she saw at once 


that this was the sort of assured, lan- 
guid creature that she would like to 
be. And she has been that way ever 
since.

Scots' Persecutor at Least Did Duty. 


Back in the 17th century the Stuart 


kings of England decided to use force 
to compel Scottish covenanters and 
dissenters to accept the established 
church. For long years they enforced 
a bloody persecution—and stirred up 
.v, much resentment that it finally cost 
Jumes II his throne. 


The persecution was entrusted to a 


Highland soldier named John Graham 
—Graham of Claverhouse, or "Bluidy 
Ciavers,'1 as his victims called him. 


Although he would seem to be pour 


material for the hero of a romantic 
novel. Constance Dodge has written a 
good one around him in "Graham of 
Claverhouse'' (Covici-Friede: $2.50). 


She presents Graham as a simple 


.roldier who believed in doing his duty, 
ii.i defined by his superiors, no mat- 
ter how ugly or messy it might be. 
And ehe succeeds, too, in arousing the 
reader's sympathy for him—no mean 
feat, when you consider the hangings, 
the house-burnings, and, the dragoon- 
ings that he carried out year after year. 


wondering how long it will be before 
he really gets a bit touched in the 
head. People have seen him in pixil- 
ated parts for so many years on the 
screen that they're beginning to treat 
him, in public, as though he actually 
were a little queer. 


Typed as Nut 


Nearly 30 years ago, when he was 


on the stage in London, Girardot be^ 
gan his psychopathic career as a crazy 
French peasant who confessed a mur- 
der while under the spell of violin 
music. 


He was the relfgious fanatic of 


''Twentieth Century" when the play 
was presented on Broadway. It was 
bought for the movies in 1934, and 


Graham at least had the virtue of 


Icyalty. When James II fled and Wil- 
liam of G'rangu took the throne, Gra- 
ham refused to turn his coat. Instead, 
he rallied the Highland clans for a last 
desperate rebellion against the new 
king—and was killed for his pains. 


It is impossible to give a story like 


this the sweetness and light and the 
sugary happy ending common to most 
romantic novels. 


Mi£6 Dodge has not tried to. She 


has simply told her story of adventure 
and ill-starred love—told it rather 
jerkingly, in places, but in interesting 
fashion.

When it comes to a matter of law, 


the primary question is not the right- 
fulness or wrongfulncss of Die indi- 
vidual act of drinking, but the possi- 
ble effect of an individual's drinking 
upon others, or upon the community 
in which he lives. 


For instance, the drinking man who 


drives an automobile in busy city 
streets provides an altogether differ- 
ent problem from that of the man who 
takes himself off to the woods and in- 
dulges in a lonely spree. 


The lowest of all planes, and yet 


an important one, from which to con- 
sider the drink problem,;^is the eco-' 
nomic plane. This is the particular 
phase that is stressed in the previous 
lesson. 


It is obvious that the economic as- 


pect of drinking is not purely econom- 
ic. When a man spends his wages on 
liquor, there is the moral effect upon 
himself, and the social effect upon the 
wife and the children for whom he 
fails to provide, or for whom he pro- 
vides inadequately. 


Where the wife and mother spends 


'or drink, what ought to be spent for 
the home, there is not only an econom- 
c loss, but a loss in the welfare of 
those who depend upon her for the 
service- and the help that a wife and 
mother should give. Every economic 
loss through drink is to some degree 
a moral and a social loss as well. 


There has been an age-old debate 


between those who say that drink 
causes poverty, and those who contend 
that poverty causes 
drink. 
Both 


claims arc true. 


The writer of Proverbs 
observed 


long ago that both the drunkard and 
(lie glutton arc in the way of poverty; 
that a man who is lazy and incom- 
petent, and of weak and bad habits, 
will reap the result of his inefficiency. 
The writer of Proverbs put it very 
pointedly. "Drowsiness will clothe 
a man with rags." 


Over against this lazy, inefficient, 


.self-indulgent, gluttonous, and boo/- 
ing type of humanity is the type of 
tho faithful servant, whose faithful- 
ness does not depend upon the pres- 
ence or absence of his master, but 
who i.s inherently loyal and true in the 
performance of his task. 


Also, contrasting with the typo of 


man who seeks stimulation and intox- 
ication through indulgence in 
that 


which robs him of his will and .sanity, 
is the man who finds the deeper sat- 
isfactions in the more abundant life 
that Jesus gives. 


There is a way in which one may 
ind a satisfaction in which he shall 
lever hunger or thirst. It is along this 
way of life that one finds the highest 
economy, as well as the truest spirit- 
ual satisfaction. This seems to be the 
:lcc'pest and most insistent application 
:>f this temperance lesson.

fence M. (Biff) Jones, veteran army 
officer and football coach, an an- 
nouncement Thursday said, will sue- 
c«ed Dana X. Bible as head football 
coach and athletic director at the 
University of Nebraska. 


Blbte only recently accepted a po- 


sition as athletic director and foot- 
ball cone hat the University of Tex- 
as. 


The colorful Jones, 41. and a top 


ranking coach for 16 years, said he 
would resign from the army to ac- 
cept the position which was offered to 
him only last Saturday in a secret con- 
ference at Kansas City. 


Army regulations specifically pre- 


vent an officer from coaching football 
while on detached service with ROTC 
units. This interpretation of the reg- 
ulations was made a couple of years 
ago shortly after Jones had signed a 
contract to coach at the University of 
Oklahoma. 


The rule, at first, did not apply to of- 


ficers with unfulfilled contracts, but 
a .later ruling made it necessary for 
Jones to abrogate his contract with 
Oklahoma at the end of the current 
year. Jones had been appointed to the 
army command school at Fort Lev- 
enworth, Kan., effective some time this 
year. 


Sports followers were surprised 


that Jones would abandon his army 
career, in view of the command school 


" appointment,- to accept the Nebraska 
job. . 


University officials refused to dis- 


close the terms of the five year con- 
tract which lured Jones from one Big 
Six school to another, but sources 
.dose to the athletic board hinted the 
salary was probably the same offered 
Bible eight years ago—$10,000 the first 
year. $11,000 the second and 512,000 the 
third. 


University officials said he would 


come to the new job in time for the last 
two weeks of spring football practice 
in March. Bible will still be at Ne- 
braska at that time. 


University of Oklahoma officials said 


they expected him' to leave there 
June 1.

Control of his curve brought back 


Robert Moses Grove and with the six- 
place Boston Red Sox enabled the 36- 
year-old Lonaconing Lefty to turn 
in the lowest earned run average in 
the American League for the second 
consecutive year. When a pitcher can- 
not get his curve ball over, the batter 
just lies back, waits for the fast ball, 
and powders it. 


"Grove always had a curve, but his 


trouble was that he lacked good con- 
trol when he used it," says Manager 
Joe Cronin. "Batters formerly felt 
certain that in a pinch Grove always 
would come through with his fast ball. 


"Now, when he is behind a hitter 


even to the extent of one ball, he may 
either bust the fast one through there 
or use a curve. He'll use S curve 
when a hitter is ahead of him two balls 
and no strikes, three balls and one 
strike, or even when the count is three 
balls and two strikes. 


"Lefty now has absolute confidence 


in his ability to curve that important 
pitph over for a called strike, if the 
batter does not offer at it. In other 
years, Grove was in the habit of wast- 
ing his curve. 


"Most batters like to hit a fast ball. 


Grove now works on the theory that 
the batter is not going to get the ball 
he likes to hit. 


"Naturally, Grove's greatest weapon 


still is his fast ball, but the difference 
is that he now holds this weapon in 
reserve. He uses it only a.s u clincher. 
There are some days when Bob is as 
fast as he ever vva;;, but he is that way 
only in spots and when he really feels 
that he has to call on blinding speed 
to put across his point. 


"On the basis of what Grove did 


the past two seasons, there is no pitch- 
er in the American League who has 
better control."

made by the two legs of a chair 
being dragged across the carpet.

Returning to the patch on the 


carpet it seemed to me probable 
that a small quantity of blood had 
been spilled hero, too, and that 
.someone had endeavored to get it 
out by rubbing the place with a 
wet sponge.

TF the person had done this im- 


mediately after the blood was 


spilled, as is probable, most of the 
blood would have been absorbed, 
hence the faintncss of the discol- 
oration. 
The patch is still damp 


and measures about eight inches 
by five, although it is probable 
that, if the blood was spilled here, 
it was no more than a few drops 
and the main patch of damp was 
caused by an endeavor to clean 
the carpet afterwards. 


In view of this, the tracks on 


the carpet present a new signifi- 
cance, and I suggest that they 
were caused by the toes of a 
man's boots as he was dragged 
from the table to the porthole. 


Taken in conjunction the wet 


patch, the boot tracks, and the 
srnear of blood upon the window 
curtain definitely point to the fact 
that Bolitho Blane was murdered.

State Dispensary Is 


Adopted by Alabama 


MONTGOMERY. Ala.—(A1)—The 


Alabama legislature passed a state- 
store liquor control bill Thursday 
which—if signed by Gov. Bibb 
Graves—would repeal prohibition 
laws in all counties thnl vote "wet" 
in an election set for March 10. 


The bill will reach the governor's 


desk Friday, or possibly early next 
week. He declined to comment on 
his probable action. The bill pass- 
ed the House 59 to 33, the Senate 20 
to 13. 


It provides for a state election 


March 10, with all counties voting 
wet to come under the state-store 
control system immediately, re- 
gardless of the result of the state- 
wide vote. Counties voting dry 
•will remain under stringent state 
prohibition laws which ban all 
alcoholic beverages except near- 
beer. 
State stores, in those counties vot- 


ing wet, would handle whisky and 
wine in package form only, while 
hotels, clubs and restaurants in the 
wet counties would be permitted to 
sell these consumption on the prem- 
ises. Beer would be sold generally. 


A three-man state Control Board, 


named by the governor with con- 
firmation by the senate, would di- 
rect the state store system. 


Revenue would be divided 50 per 


cent to the state's general fund; 10 
per cent to the state for public wel- 
fare and old age pensions; 10 per 
cent to the counties for their gen- 
eral fund; 10 per cent to the counties 
for public health, public welfare 
and old age pensions, and 20 per 
cent to cities in which state stores 
are located.

Of the three eras I have seen, it 
is my belief that the present set-up is 
the best. Therefore, I will have to 
oppose this bill. 


Nichols Cites Evils 


Representative Nichols of Logan cit- 


ed an increase in arrests for drunken- 
ness, the mounting liquor revenue and 
the increase in number of whisky 
'cures" in asserting that more liquor 
was being consumed now than ever, 
before. He said that "liquor openly 
as we have it now is an urge to con- 
sume it." 


"Liquor injures the consumer phys- 


ically and morally," Nichols said. "It 
has regarded human progress since the 
da,wn of ^civilization. We should put 
it as .far away from man as-possible. 
Repeal of the: liquor la W.. will cut .down 
the number of drunken' drivers, de- 
crease the appalling number of high- 
way deaths. 1 predict that the bill will 
pass in the House by a good majority."
